The Graving Dock Sclieme. 

It i% now nearly six vreeks i since the 
country was dazzled with the glamoi r 
of another sham dock sch erne. The se* 
nior member for Esquimalt, supported 
by the senior member for Victoria, ven- 
tured to express want of faith ih'thc 
scheme and moved an amendment to 
the address expressive of regret tbatng^ ii Oohmon 
""alternatiTa scheme was proposed.^fTho 
lljufce \vui; askod to exorcise the vii- 
tuo of patienco till tho I5lh Jauuary, 
when it was promised the Premier 
•would be propnred to place before it 
Buch information as would drive doubt 
from the most iucredulous miml. Tho 
House waited. Meanwhile, however, 
Government parasites went to work on 
a too credulous public niind. In this 
city the "no" of the people was tor- 
tured into "yes" by a partisan chair 
man. In two other communities se- 
ductive inflaencos and skillful manijiu- 
lation extorted tho descried "yes" 
Tho House resumed. Tho amend- 
men" was not pressed. Tho Premier 
arrived on the 20th, and he was soon 
followed from Ottawa by telegrams 
manufactured to order expressly for 
the occasion, announcing in terms of 
fulsome praiue the success of his mis- 
sion. But although here ever since 
the 20th and idly occupying his seat 
day afver day, the Premier has not yet 
condescended to enlighten either the 
House or the country on this impor- 
tant subject. Now, we desire to point 
out the obvious unfairness and possi- 
ble iI1-3onsequences of this unjustiHabln 
and, as we think, most suspicious re- 
ticence and procrastination. The ses- 
sion is now understood to be within a 
week of its close. Itismostunfnirtotbe 
, House and to the country to keep back 
an important scheme involving lai-^'o 
interests and in all probability vital 
principles until too late to mend it or 
to jirovide any alternative. The scheme 
may be all that the Government and 
their hireling "touters" claim for it. 
"We sincerely hope it i5. But suppose 
it should turn out to be otherwise, the 
House will bo in a miuiiicr help- 
less. Et tho coinso pursued tho Gov- 
ernment have laid themselves o])cn to 
grave suspicion. One class of doubt- 
ers say that the whole thing is a sham, 
under the glamour of which certain 
peisonal objects are sought to be attain- 
ed before tho inevitable bursting of 
the bubble. Others, again, contend 
that the scheme is thus kept under a 
bushel till the lost moment iu order 
that the Government may bo in the 
better position to say to the House — 
"That or nothing." Whatever motives 
may have prompted the course, it is 
one wholly uujiistitiable and deserv- 
ing of the severest censure; and it is 
not surprising that people siiould have 
been led to regard tho matter with 
suspicion. To our mind it is perfectly 
clear that if, as there soonis but too 
much reason for suspecting, the scheme 
involves elements in the nature of al- 
terations in the Terms of Union, it will 
be the duty of the Legislature tcj ren- 
der it innocuous, even at tho expense 
of another year's delay in tho com- 
mencement of an inipoitant work. It 
may be tho object of tho Government 
to shunt the responsibility onto the 
House; but an intelligent public Will 
easily see through such unstatesman- 
like strategj'.

Editor . BritIbh Colonist. — Many 
porsona have asked me to l)ecomo 
a caudidato for election for Victoria Dis- 
trict, pleading that as I had had ra ncli to 
do with tho construction and negotiation 
of the Tonus of Union, it would bo bono- 
licial for tlio country wero I to go to Otta- 
wa to ciidflftvor to onforoo thoir fulfilment. 
Many of my visitors were astray in their 
ideas of tho chief place of danger. It may 
as well thon ho stated at once that tho 
principal point of danger to tho Province 
is tho local Government — those across 
James' Bay having the power of selling 
or of maintaining intaot tho rights of this 
Proviiico, tho Terms of llHion. In this 
communication I shall' not iittempt to en- 
ter into details, but shall besatistied with 
very broad outlines, leaving those iutor- 
estod to do tho li lin;,' in. 

A moiuber of tho Com iions and a dele- 
gate to negotiate Terms aro too vastly dis- 
similar pc!oplo, tho former possessing 
very little the latter very great power. To 
tho term<> of Union there are chiefly two 
parties; the local and tho Federal Govern- 
ment Ally change in tho Terms must bo 
primarily negotiated by those two parties, 
or if tho Terms bo broken eoinplaiut 
thereof must bo mado by one of thorn at 
least. 

It may bo that preliminary negotiations 
for a change of the Terms have alrea- 
dy beoa commenced and that tho Dry 

Dock schemo and the loan of money may 
bo part thereof. 

Tho ))robablo course of events thon will 
bo that Mr. Maokonzio will inform tho lo- 
cal Gavoriiinent of tho changes ho ro- 
(juiros or desires. Tho local Government 
may. agree to them or demand, others, or 
that tho Terms shall remain ' tiiialterod. 
It is prol)able that tho Federal Govorn- 
niont may soiid a dolop;ate horo, or tho 
local Ciovcrnment may send one to Otta- 
wa. After thoso have agreed the result 
will bo made known to tho public at large. 
How long or liow short a time the nego- 
tiations may last of courso is uncertain. 

From these it will bo seen that tho 
body of importance is tho local Govern- 
ment and not tho member to the Gom- 
mens. Tlio point of danger .is that tho 
local Government may agree to unsuit- 
able tornia and forco them through the 
House without the consent of tho 
the people. Another source of dan^'or is, 
that if tho local Government borrow 
money or take aljaii of tho Dominion 
Government, they fitter this Colony 
■ with obligations; secession not beiu;; able 
to bo demanded, the rrovinco would bo 
obliged to make terms, and tho Federal 
Govorninont having tho advantage would 
probably ofTor very inadequate exchange 
lor the RaiPway. The power of the mem- 
Dor to tho Commons is not then one of 
negotiation, but morely one of expressing 
('the opinions o" British Columbia. Ho 
'may 1)0 ns eloquent as possible— ho may 
talk of tho honor of the country— he m;iy 
assert with truth that the peoiilo will 



\have tho Terms, tho whole Terms, and 
•nothing but tho Terms; or a dissolution 
of partnership and so forth; thit is about 
ho can do.

Surely 
our local Ooyernmept will not betray the 
Colony, aiid pla'o'b it at the mercy of the 
of tho stronger jiower — for the mere sake 
of showing its majority in tho local House, 
Now is not tho time for party warfare.

Of th Hbtate- 
mciut, Mr. Bright says it is "false," 
and calls me a "slanderous olergynianj 
signally ignorant," etc. this Ibtt'er 
consints of some self-actulation by way 
of nrgunient, advice, nndakind of bid- 
ding prayer for myself. Lot mo say a 
word fust of his self-praise. IIo takes 
u^J thi stale and vaguo story of what ho 
has done for. tho workingman. I ask, 
was it be who extended the franchise 
to the workingmeu in 1867? I trow 
not. Who luost valiantly opposed tbo 
meaBures for shortening tho hours of 
labour ? Some good mon desired to 
soeuro tho workingraou unadultoiatod 
food. But he argues because he has 
spoken loudly in the 'name of tho 
>Yorkingman, ho never could have call- 



ed'tho poor worMngman tlio "rosi- 
diuura" of the population. Against this 
faulty nrgunient let nio stnte the fact: 
Here arc extracts from Mr. Bright's 
speech in tho Houso of Commous on 
tho 2Gth of March, IStiT. "At this 
moment, in all or nearly all of our 
boroughs, as many of us know, somo- 
timoa to our sorrow, thoro is a small 
clnsb which it would be much better for 
thcinsolves if they wore not oul'uuichis- 
ed because they have no indepondenco 
whatsoever, aud it would Ijo much 
hotter for tlie constituencies, also, tiiut 
they should bo excluded; and thoro is 
no class so much intorostod in having 
that small class excluded us the intel- 
ligent and hone.st working-man. I 
call this class tho rohidiunin, which 
there is in almostovery const. tucncy, of 
almost hopeless poverty and depend- 
cueo ?" Speaking of this class nt the 
bottom of tho scale ho made tho fol- 
lowing observations;— "I put it to 
overy man whether ho boUeves that 
throughout tho boroughs of tho' Uni- 
ted Kingdom it would be advantageous 
orbouelicial to the constituency, ns a 
whole, to iueludo some scores iu very 
small constituencies, somo liundieds 
in others, a few thousand, perhaps, in 
tho very largest, of a class of which 
there are, uufurtunately, too many 
amongst us, viz. : the excessively poor, 
— mauy of tiiciu intemperate, some of 
them profligate; some of them, it may 
be, ouly unfortunate; somo of them 
naturally incapable; but all of them in 
a condition of dependence, such as to 
give no reasonable hope that thov 
would be able to resist the many 
temptations which rich and unscrupu- 
lous men would ofter them at a period 
of elections to give tlieir votes in a man- 
ner not only not coiLsistoiit with their 
own opinions and couscieuces, if tliey 
have any, but not consistent with 
tho representation of the town in 
which chey live. But we might take 
his course of drawing a line which 
would exclude, a.s far ns we could 
pledge, all those who would be exclud- 
ed by their non-pa vmenfc of rates," — 
Times,' March 27th, 1867. I may 
horo remark that it is strange that this 
»])uecli is nuL fuund in Mr. Bright's 
published speeches. Hero are Mr. 
Bright's own words, aud I confident- 
ly appeal to honest, men whether Mr, 
Bright did not use tho word residiuum, ap- 
plying it to the poor working people; and 
whether his own context did not give the 
true ooustruotion of tho overboiling con- 
tempt ho felt for tho working people. And 
now, let mo ask, (vho is scandalous, who 
is sourrilouij? who speaks the thin;j; that 
is false? Must wo sajr, not Mr, Bright? 
Mr. Bright, the salaried adviser of tho 
Qujen, condescends to give mo ndv c . 
NVhon I want his advico, I shall ask for it, 
and perhaps consider is. Lot m§ odviso 
him iu return— and as a conservative, I 
would strongly recommend him— to stick 
to letter writing. His style is boautifnl 
ftad edifying. I cannot desire a better ex- 
hibition of Mr. 13right than his own letter 
affords. John Wilices used to interlard 
his speeches with oaths to givo them 
weight. Mr. Bright's profession very pre- 
porly forbids him to ourso and swear, 
and what can a man do when iu a passion 
and knows not when he is iu the right — 
what but Boold? And thus in his 
senile railings Mr. Bright com- 
pensates himself for tho ftbionco of 
Mr. Wilkes' swearing by the use of such 
polite torins as"slanderous, ""false," bcwr- 
rilons," "ignorant, 'etc. As to Mr.Bright's 
bidding prayer, lonly hopo my congre- 
gation will jiray for me. I fear, however, 
.thafMr. firight was not in a praying 
frame when he wrote the words, rather, 
his soul was boiling nmddi y with rage. I 
trust it will settle down and clear itself. 
But when it does, I fear there will be 
found at the bottom of liis broast a ran- 
corous 'roaidiuum' of gall aud bitteiuoss. 
Now I most heartily pray that his bosom 
m ly b.T cleared of that perilous stuflf that 
preys upon the heart.

Victoria- 
Politics in Melbourne have been 
disturbed by the release, "under a writ 
of iiaboas corjius issued by the Su- 
Tuome Court, of two notorious South 
Sea Island slave dealers, who, after a 
fair trial had been convicted and sen- 
tenced to fifteen years imprisonment 
at hard lalior. Tho Court, after a long 
argument, granted nn application for 
a habeas corpus on tho ground "that 
they wero not in tlio proper fasli)dy." 
The result took the govcininioiit by 
BLirpriso, and an eli'ort mas nnulo to 
re-arre!jt the ofl'enders, but the magis- 
trate before whom tliey were brought 
decided he liad no juiisdicdion, and 
they were released, and succoeded in 
eflccting their escape. In the JVictoiia 
Parliament an attempt was made to 
censure tho Government for tho re- 
lease and escape of theso pirates, but 
tho ministry were sustained by u, de- 
cisive vote (if -in to 2!), though the 
s.nio iu PiuiiaiuoiiL during tiio debiito 
was an extraordinary one. It isstaled 
that when the Attorney General "rose 
to explain his conduct, all his attempts 
to speak wero drowned in a wild d s- 
cord of noises of every description, 
and eventually tho house ndjuurncd 
without transacting any business." 
On the following day, after a full de- 
bate, the Ministers were sustained by 
the above vote. \
